W. T. .Southorn, C.M.G.) who 
paid tribute to the co-operative 
spirit which had _ made. possible 
such a definite advance on. last 
year's function. The purpose of 
the Shows,'he said, was primarily 
to inspire a-desire to improve 
agricultural methods. He also 
pointed, out the need for an 
afforestation programme, as & 
practical.preventative against de- 
vastating forest fires. © 

Sir Robert Ho Tung, speaking 
of the work so far done, said that 
although the elementary know- 
ledge must be mastered first, he 
could pre-vision a revolution ‘in 
agricultural methods. ‘'The time 
is bound to: come sooner or later 
when the rugged Chinese farmer 
will be adapted by’degrees to the 
modern/ operations of ploughing, 
planting, cultivating, and harvest- 
ing.

The Future 

In the thousands of years during 
which the Chinese farmers have 
practised agriculture, the perfec- 
tion in tho art {s the best possible’ 
that could be attained empirically, 
but tho modern efficient scfontific 
method as we see it to-day in the 
Western World: is practically un- 
known to China, Poverty among 
the people and Governmental . in- 
action hitherto might not have en- 
couraged agriculture in China to 
make any atridessi}om Intensive to 
extensive farming.. y 

Tho time is not foo. far distant, 
however, when agriculture will be 
as much revolutionised or moderm- 
ised ‘as manufacturing and trans- 
portation in China, The time is 
bound to come soongr or later when 
the rugged Chinese farmers will be 
adapted by degrees to thea modern 
operations of ploughing, planting, 
cultivating and harvesting. 2 

I trust I shall not be charged 
with being too visionary in daring 
to take this glimpse’ into the 
future. It is my fervent hope, 
at any rate, that the Committee, 
with .the support and co-opera- 
tion of the Chinese and European 
Community in the Colony, will be 
able to make the New Territories 
Agricultural Show into a perman- 
ent annual affair, serving as a 
rallying centre to radiate light 
and usher in the dawn of a’ new 
age for. the Chinese farmer, 
China has always been a great 
agricultural country and we hope 
it: will . become greater ‘yet. 
Through these Shows facilities 
have been given for. the display 
of fertilisers, and these will 
gradually be used to the further- 
ance of our objects. 

Water Scarcity 

We have to thank the Imperial 
Chemical Industries for ‘offering 
to test soil in any part of the 
Territory, and we hope that this 
offer will be accepted to the 
material benefit, of the people of 
the Territory and"those engaged 
in this business, ‘- ; , 

As we consider the Territories, 
we feel sure 4 any improve- 
ments may -be- le, One very 
serious lack-is water. Strangely 
enough, the Yun-. Lung district 
often: experience.a drought while 
other parts have rainfall. It is 
hoped that the Government may 
find out the facts of the case by 
setting up'a record of the rain- 
fall there, but in the meantime, 
if water could be collected in the 
hills and’ brought down to the 
needy places, crops might be 
saved, «It is estimated that tens 
of thousands of dollars were lost 
in 1928, through the dry season 
in October and November spoiling 
the crops, . . 

' Seeds Distributed 

Some years ago the Govern- 
ment appointed: a commission of 
which I had the honour to serve 
as Chairman,. to study the pos- 
sibilities of the economic. ad- 
vancement of the district, and the 
Committee sincerely trust that 
the Government may take further 
active steps to assist the Terri- 
tories to a greater degree of 
prosperity. In petitions the 
Chinese express the wish that 
the Government treat the’ people 
as their own children, may we not 
hope. that this will be the case 
throughout the Territories. 

We thank. tho Government for 
their most valued assistance in 
connection with this Show and 
trust we may look forward. to 
aheir active co-operation in ‘the 
future, Various seeds have been 
distributed freely. by some mem- 
bers, notably Mr. Fung. Kei-cheuk

'The effect’ of afforestation will in- 


sure-to the benefit of your chil- 
dren, and I would urge you all to 
support the Government . in- its 
elforte to clothe your hills with 
a generous growth of trees, and 
one of ‘the practical stepa you can 
take Is to-seé that. those devastat- 
ing hill fires, which have been all 
too common again ‘this, year, are 
not allowed to damage the plan- 
tations. ; ’ oe) 
With. regard to vegetables, how- 
ever, a single year con show re- 
sults, provided the growers, have 
not limited the children who dug 
up: the seeds every few days. to 
see if they: were sprouting, and I 
shall look with interest when I go 
round the show to see whether the 
farmers have taken Sir.

' NOT SO HOPEFUL . 

Te will be remembered that 
when the United States Congress 
passed the bill for giving compen- 
sation for German. property,° ships, 
piers, patents, &c,, sequestrated at 
the time when the United States 
entered the war, many people 
thought that although various 
formalities had to be, gone through | 
in the way of proving claima, and 
so forth, the money would be 
forthcoming within a fairly short 
time. In some eases, indeed, pro- 
grammes were arranged for spend- 
ing the money aven before the bill 
had been passed, , ‘ 

Now, however, the prospect does 
not seem to be quite so hopeful, 
if one may judge from a message 
received by the “Kolrtische ‘Zei- 
tung” from its Washington corres- 
pondent. He: makes special refer- 
ence ‘ to system which’ is being

A COMPLAINT 


GLASGOW SERVICES TO NEW 
ZEALAND 


The directors , of the . Glasgow 
Chamber of Commerce have re- 
cvlved a letter from the Taranaki 
Chamber of Commerce, New Zea- 
land, regarding the shipping ser- 
vice between West Coast ports of 
the United! Kingdom and that 
Dominion. It was stated in the 
letter that the service had proved 
of great value, but there were com- 
plaints regarding the inconveni- 
ence and loss caused, to importers 
through uncertainty ard inregu 
larity of sailings. . 

~The Taranakl Chamber was of 
the opinion that unless some con- 
certed effort was made by manu- 
facturing interests, in the United 
Kingdom to secure from the ship- 
ping company concerned ‘a more 
satisfactory and reliable time- 
table, many of their local importers 
would ibe foreed to bring their 
goods out via London, from which 
port a regular.and frequent ser- 
vice to New Zealand. was in opera- 
tion, ' The extra cost: of transport 
to London would, it was added, 
raise the f.o.b, value of goods.from 
Glasgow and district to buyers in 
New Zealand. 

The Glasgow Chamber sent -a 
copy of the New Zealand letter to 
two of the shipping companies. in 
Peat who ‘were. aniarealeds and 


Panama Canal, and served-the pre- 
sent requirements of the trade 
satisfactorily. A better service, it 
waa added, was not justified: at the 
present tinva, ag the tonnage of 
cargo offering did ‘not warrant 
this,

It has been’ clearly proved 
that of small-pox victims the 
vist majority had not been vac- 
cinated. Those patients who had 
been vaccinated had the’ disease 
comparatively mildly,-and it is 
very rare for one who has been 
within 2 reasonable 
period of falling a victim, to 
succumb to the disease. This 
statement can be well authenti- 
cated by, statistics both here and 
elsewhere, Another  satisfac- 


tory aspect of the outbreak is the! 


‘fact’ that never before have 
educated Chinese’ been . keener 
‘than at present to impress upon 
their countrymen’ generally the 
importance of vaccination, and 
never before have their efforts 
been so successful. Thousands 
of Chinese have ject: vaectnated 
during the past te menths— 
better still, they are undertaking 
the step readily and willingly, 
proving thereby that they are 
thoroughly convinced. of its value. 
It surely is far better to have the 
mild attack of cow-pox which 
vaccination engenders, than to 
rin-‘the risk of an attack of 
small-pox, which very frequent- 
ly ends fatally or at least leaves 
the victimephysically unfit for a 
considerable. time and often re- 
pulsive owing to the large num- 
ber of pock marks that almost 
invariably accompany an attack 
of this dreaded disease. 


. We read with pleasure that the 
number of Chinese vaccinated 
(free of charge) by members of 
the St. John Ambulance Brigade, 
Hong Kong, during what was 
practically the whole. of last 
month reached a grand total of 
224,555 — figures that are 
eloquent of the’ wholesome belief 
nowadays. entertained by: the 
Chinese in thefefficacy of vaccina- 
tion.. It also further proves what 
is well-known/and very:generally 
admitted, namely, that’ the St. 
John Ambulance tontinues to do 
splendid work. inthis a3 in other 
directions.’
